THE IRHCIHES OF DIPLOIC Y 
by Peter Sepulveda 

The ~ following principles apply mainly to the diplomacy part of the game* There are 
four Major principles -which should guide one's game. They are: (X) The Principle of 
Balance *f Power; (2) The Principle of Exterior Idnes; <3) The Principle of Haval 
Power; (4.) The Principle of Overextension* 

Let us study'these principles in detail, 
I. The Principle of Balance of Power. 

A. It should be the player's concern to Be interested in what is happening in all 
parts of the board, not only his own section of the board, 

B, ^It is to one's interest that in those sections of "the board in which one doesn't 
have any physical contact one should see to^it that the'powers there "are balanced. That 
is, that no one country, in that sector, should have a very strong position in relation 
to its neighbors «' (This also holds for alliances,) In other words, no one country 
should be overrun « In case a country goes under, one should either partake in the dis- 
membering or have overrun another country. 

G. One should ""see 11 into the future in order to guide one's politics and military 
movements, "Specifically this means that" 

1, One should not attempt to foresee which alliance (in which one is not in- 
volved) is becoming too powerful, in order to weaken them by diplomatic means 

(e, g.i spreading rumors^ setting up a counter alliance,- etc,),, and 

2, "One should "pick out one's "victims 11 (in accordance with the "principles) 
in the order in which 'theyvare to fall as early as possible. This is done to 
guide one's diplomacy J both'present and future, 

6, Whenever possible" one should see to"it that those powers that remain "in the 
game are the weaker players (both tactically and/or politically), "This is, if there is 
any choice between two countries being eliminated one should see to it that the weaker 
of" the two remains* 

3ne 'Principle of E xte rior Idnes . 
This is an extension of the above principle. "It is taken from the principles of 
war. It simply means that to be on the periphery of the countries remaining is advan- 
tageous. It therefore follows that if one is in the middle (between two or more 
countries) near the end of the game one can say that one's days are numbered* It is 
therefore to one's interest to see to it (by diplomatic means) that one should never 
be caught in the inside, but always try to be on the outside. 
IIIo Tfcp Principle of Naval Power . " 

A, ' This principle means that other things equal naval units are stronger than army 
tmits 3 "There'is empirical 'proof for this principle* If one were to rate the countries 
in the other of strength .one would come up, basing Judgment on the four "principles, 
with the following rating: 1, Turkey; 2. England J 3. Italy; France; 5» Russia; 

6; Austria-Hungary; ~7 C Germany. 'Of the top four, three are (if one plays right) naval 
powers, ■while the fourth, Prance, is a potential naval power. "The two weakest count- 
ries have difficulty in becoming naval powers. Further proof is that both England and 
Turkey cannot Be conauered with armies alone. The navy is needed for the job. Further— 
more it is "very difficult if hot impossible to knock out Italy and France by land 
alone. "Ifeval power is the key in all these situations. Another important reason for 
this principle is the Principle of Overextension, ~ It is an axiom of war that a flank 
attack is better than" a frontal one. The only units that can consistently outflank an 
enemy are naval units, 

B. From the above it can be concluded that it is to one's "advantage to build naval 
units early ~in"the game (eafcept of course Austria), It is also to one's advantage, and 
especially if one is Austria-^un|a ry, to discourage the other countries (especially 
the top three, countries) from building fleets by diplomatic means,

This principle simply means that as one expands one should, see to it that one 
does not become vulnerable to outflanking movements. On the other hand one should see 
to it that one's adversaries become overextended and therefore weak tactically.
